| work | was afraid I was going to 
| die; the second week I was afraid 
| wasn't; then as my muscles 
hardened the work got easier. 
The well lay for a long time unfil- 
led. A few days ago the daily pa- 
pers in Saskatchewan carried a 
story about that well, A number 
of years ago my father sold the 
\farm to a man named Quentin 
| Pettigrew. He, in his turn, rent- 
led it to two farmers and the well 
|appears to have been used as a 
place of concealment for ‘the 
| grisly relics of a murder. 

A couple of years ago these 
‘two foreigners appear to have 
}quarrelled and one of them dis- 
jappeared. In due course the 
other cleaned up the work on the 
|farm and made tracks back to 
Austria or Roumania or Servia or 
wherever he came from. The 
| missing man, however, never put 
}in an appearance and his friends 
instituted inquiries. The provin- 
cial police took the matter up and 
a careful search was __ instituted 
about the farm for any traces of 
them. Among other things the 
well that | worked so hard at was 
investigated. It had been filled 
up with earth and debris, but at 
the bottom the remains of the 
| missing man was found. A cor- 
|ner’s inquest was held and there 
| was conclusive evidence of foul 
play. Now a search is being 
made for his companion who will 
undoubtedly be charged with the 
murder.
